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Jewel Fortune 


Flows Into U. S. 


NEW YORK.—In Cin tage from war- | 


torn Europe, a fabulous fortune in 
diamonds and other precious stones, 
along with the continuous influx of 


foreign gold reserves, is flowing dai- | 


iy into the haven of American jewel 
centers. 


One of the ironic fortunes of war, | 
this movement seems destined to | 


center at least for the next few 
years the world diamond market in 
New York. Prices of some types of 
valuable stones are increasing as 
much as 200 per cent because of 
temporary scarcity while the prin- 
eipal market is shifting to New York 
from Belgium and Holland, and be- 
cause of high shipping costs. 
Supply Is Bountiful. 

Three things are apparent in the 
diamond market in its present state 
of readjustment in this country: 


1. There is a comparatively boun- | 


tiful supply of both rough and fin- 
ished stones in this country to sup- 
ply the normal market for the next 
several years. 


2. While a small section of the ! 


diamond market has_ increased 
prices as much as 200 per cent, 
most of the market is ‘“‘firm,’’ with 
prices fluctuating no more than nor- 
mal. 


3. The supply of diamond cutters 
im the United States is adequate 
for present needs and will be in- 
creased during the next several 
months as skilled refugee cutters 
from Belgium and Holland are ad- 
mitted under the immigration quo- 
tas. 

Aside from the diamond and oth- 
er precious gem imports being 
brought to New York by commer- 
ial firms, many private citizens 
from warring nations are coming in 
with rich personal collections. 

Baron Edouard de Rothschild, of | 
the Paris banking family, arrived 
with a bag of diamonds, emeralds, 
rubies and a double strand of per- 
fectly matched pearls—the latter 
valued at $100,000. The entire bag 
of jewels was valued roughly at 
$1,000,000. 

Huge Rough Diamond. 

Spotlighted in this flood of dia- 
monds to the New York market is 
the President Vargas diamond, the 
largest uncut diamond in the world. 
It weighs 726.60 carats. 


The Vargas diamond, named aft- 
er the president of Brazil where it 
was found by a diamond digger who 
received $400.090 for his prize, is 
60 carat larger than the famous 
Jonker diamond which a New York 


dealer cut inte 12 perfect stones 

and priced at $2,000,000 in 1957 
Aside from their immense value 

as gems of personal adornment. di-

of great necessity in the manufac- 


ture of precision tools in the aircraft 
and other industries vital to national 
preparedness. 

Just how much diamond prices 


will increase in the next year or two 
is problematical, depending almost 
entirely on the European war situa- 
tion. While the United States, In- 
dia, South Amcrica and Canada are 
the most prosperous retail markets, 


there remains the obstacle that the 
British empire produces about 60 
per cent of the world supply of dia- 
monds.

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battleship Graf Spee was located by 
an SOS flashed by the British steam 
er Doric Star, which enabled Sir 
Henry Harwood, commander of the 
cruiser squadron, to make contact 
with the raider off the Plata, 
Seen revealed. 

The Doric Star, a new 10,086-ton 
refrigerator ship, was lost off the 
South African coast early in Decem- 
ber. The Walvis bay radio station 
picked up the terse message 
“‘gunned’’ from the ship and after 
that nothing definitely was known of 
its fate until after the Graf Spee 
battle. 

The facts of the battle, brought out 
in a new admiralty account just pub- 
lished, show that at the time the 
British cruiser squadron was below 
full strength. The 10,000-ton Cum- 
berland, the most powerfully armed 
unit of the squadron, was not with 
the Achilles, Ajax and Exeter. The 
big cruiser, running at full speed, 
did not reach the River Plata until 
34 hours later.

Tell of Captain’s Errors. 


The admiralty report points out 
that Capt. Hans Langsdorff of the 
Graf Spee made the initial mistake 
of ‘‘splitting’’ his fire when attacked 
by the Exeter on one side and the 
Ajax and the Achilles on the other. 
The 8-inch guns of the Exeter 
seemed to worry the Graf Spee from 
the moment the battle opened, but it 
was not until five minutes later that 
the pocket battleship concentratedits 
main battery of 11-inch guns on this 
cruiser. 


The Graf Spee opened fire at 6:18 
a. m., the Exeter at 6:20 and the 
other two at 6:21 and 6:23. 

Two of the Exeter’s 8-inch guns 
had been put out of action and other 
damage done that temporarily put 
the ship out of control. 


Continuous action ceased at 7:40, 
having for the last hour virtually 
resolved itself into a chase of the 
Graf Spee, which again and again 
attempted to get away under cover 
of smoke screens. The Exeter’s 
second pair of 8-inch guns wcre 
knocked out and a fierce fire had 
developed between decks. Notwith- 
standing this, the cruiser re-entered 
the action. It had a seven-degree 
list and was down by the bow but 
still steaming full power ahead and 
firing with the two remaining guns. 


‘Seaman Boy’ Hero. 

In the Achilles, the main gunnery 
control position was momentarily 
put out of action by shell splinters 
which killed four crew men 
and stunned the gunnery officer but 
a ‘‘seaman boy behaved with great 
coolness and despite the carnage 
around him continued passing infor- 
mation to the guns.”’ 

After a further graphic description 
of the progress of the battle, the 
Ajax and the Achilles, it is ex- 
plained, continued to shadow the 
Graf Spee closely and drove it into 
Montevideo Roads just after mid- 
night. 

Great tribute is paid in the report 
to the engine room and boiler per- 
sonnel of the British warships. ‘‘In 
the boiler rooms”’ it is stated, “‘gun 
blast caused the flames to leap about 
a foot out of the front of the fur- 
naces, yet the stokers, many of 
them youngsters, never paused in 
their work or moved back from the 
boilers.”

At the meeting of the City Coun

An amendment to the city’s trail- 
er camp ordinance was asked in @ 
communication from John A. Sulli- 
van, of the Menlo Park Improve- 
ment Club. 

The trailer camp ordinance pro- 
vides for very strict regulations in 
the trailer camps, and also provides 
for the payment of high license fees 
which makes it unlikely that any 
new camps will be established with- 
in the city of Menlo Park. 

This matter was also held over

' study. 

The recreation commissioner re- 


| ported that the new tennis court at 


the city’s recreation center on Mid- 
dle avenue and University Drive is 
practically finished and for its of- 
ficial opening there will be a ten- 
nis tournament open to Menlo Park 
tennis players.

Years Ago in Honduras 
NEW YORK.—tThe story of a Cen- 
tral American ‘“‘city of the monkey 
god,’’ whose inhabitants used razor 
blades 1,500 years ago, was brought 
there by two Massachusetts arche- 
ologists. 


Deep in the fctid jungles of Hon- 
duras, Theodore A. Morde said he 
and his companion, Laurence C. 
Brown, discovered the ‘‘lost’’ city, 
capital of an agricultural civiliza- 
tion of the Chorotegans, probably 
contemporaries of the Mayan Indi- 
ans. 

Centuries of jungle growth cov- 
ered the dead metropolis whose 
buildings had stone foundations and 
which was surrounded by a stone 
wall. 

Mr. Morde, of New Bedford, and 
his colleague, of Worcester, declined 
to give the exact location of the 
city because of their intention to re- 
turn with a larger expedition to start 
excavations thus far made impos- 
sible by floods.

Great Ships: Idly rising and fall- 
ing with the tide, the Queen Eliza- 
beth, pride of the British merchant 
marine and the world’s largest ship, 
continues to lie at her mid-town 
pier. As perhaps you remember, 
the 85,000 ton, 14-deck liner slipped 
into the harbor in March and quietly 
tied up at the foot of Fiftieth street, 
with the Normandie, France’s larg- 
est ship, as her next pier neighbor. 
At that time, the world’s second 
largest ship, the Queen Mary, was 
also here. But one day the Queen 
Mary’s lines were cast off and she 
disappeared down the bay. Since 
then there have been many rumors 
that the Queen Elizabeth would join 
her sister ship in transporting 
troops.

WASHINGTON.—Supplies needed 
for the battleships now under con-

Color-Blind Probe 


Through Camouflage

Air Corps Finds It Fails to 
Fool Them. 


RANDOLPH FIELD, TEXAS.—An 
accidental discovery a few months 
ago that color-blind men can see 


through camouflage better than men | 
| with normal vision has led the army 


air corps to search its files here at 
the flight training center for the 


names of one-time candidates with | 


that ailment. 
What, if anything, 


with such men in the air rearma- 


ment program remains to be deter- | 


mined, but the army’s school of avi- 
ation medicine is re-indexing for 
possible future use those potential 
fliers who could not distinguish be- 
tween colors. 

The discovery occurred at Fort 
Sill, Okla., when an effort was being 
made io determine how many artil- 
lery heavily camouflaged, 
could be spotted from the air.

Chemical Study Yields 


Further Light on Stars 


CHICAGO. — By analyzing and 
measuring the chemical composition 
of stars scientists have found a new 
clew as to how stars generate heat 
and light, Dr. Otto Struve, professor 
of astrophysics at the University of 
Chicago, reports in the Astrophysi- 
cal Journal. 

Measurements of the composing 
elements indicate that a star grows 
old by consuming its stock of light- 
er elements. This leads to the the- 
ory that lighter elements, such as 
hydrogen, gradually are consumed 
in the conversion of matter into 
energy. 

“This inquiry ‘is perhaps the most 
important problem before astrono- 
my today,’ Dr. Struve said. ‘‘In- 
creasing information on relative 
chemical composition of stars may 
reveal the secret of the generation 
of extremely high energies by the 
stars.”
